Thick hilled 
birds are insect eaters, slender hilled 
birds as a rule, p re fe r insects, larvae 
of peMs and the like. Then swallows, 
nighthawks, 
whippoorwills, 
swifts 
atch their food on the wing, as fly­ 
ing ants, mosquitoes, moths and oth­ 
er kinds which often do so much 
harm and destroy so much food for 
man. Many insects and larvae hide 
away* during the winter under bark 
• if trees, in cracks and crevices until 
firing, when they come out again to 
do their stuff, many going through 
three stages of life, from the cradle 
to the grave, blit during that time, 
what devastation would he wrought 
by them if it were not for the birds 
which dig fliem out and destroy them 
. . . For instance, I saw* a downy 
woodpecker this winter digging out 
grubs and larvae from weed stalks 
left standing in the garden.
